REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


The Committee desires to state that they have purchased 
and received about 250 new books, the cost of which, 
together with other library expenditures for the year, will be 
found in the financial report of the town. They have like- 
wise sent in an additional order for 200 more volumes; the 
estimated cost of these is nearly $250; making an addition 
of between 400 and 500 volumes. 

The number of books in the library requiring re-binding 
is 100 or more; these have been gathered together and sent 
to the book bindery. The expense of re-binding in a sub- 
stantial manner will probably not exceed $35 or $40, 
and will keep in use a large number of valuable books which 
would otherwise be thrown aside. 

In the selection of new books the Committee have availed 
themselves of the various lists furnished by citizens inter- 
ested in the matter; they have also made careful selections 
from recent catalogues of other and larger libraries. Special 
attention has been given to ordering books which shall meet 
the wants and needs of all classes, so that readers of history, 
biography and standard fiction—the farmer, the mechanic 
and artisan—the Chatauqua Club and high school pupils, 
may each and all find literature suited to their tastes, and it 
is hoped that the selections will meet the approbation of the 
reading public. 

In answer to the frequent inquiry as to why the new books 
already received are not immediately given to the public, it 
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is perhaps sufficient to say that besides numbering and arrang- 
ing the same, the extensive additions made necessitate the 
issuing of a supplementary catalogue, a labor which requires 
more time than many people are aware of. ‘The work will 
now be completed ina short time, and due notice will be 
given so that all inhabitants of the town will have an equal 
chance to select from among the new volumes added to the 
library.
